Reference is made to your Freedom of Information - 
Privacy Acts (FOIPA) request dated November 26, 1990, received in 
our office on November 28, 1990. 

Before we can commence processing for release of any 
documents which may pertain to you, it is necessary for you to 
submit your notarized signature. This procedure is designed to 
insure that documents are released only to an individual having a 
right of access to the information. Also you should furnish your 
date and place of birth in order to insure an accurate search of 
our records. Upon receipt of your notarized authorization, we 
will search our index to the central records system and advise you 
of the results. 


Your request for information concerning other 
individuals, whom you stated are deceased, will not be processed 
by the FBI without proof of death, which can be a copy of a death 
certificate, obituary, or a recognized reference source. Without 
proof of death the disclosure of law enforcement records or 
information about another person is considered an unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy. Such records are exempt from 
disclosure pursuant to Exemptions 6 and/or 7(C) of the Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA), Title 5, United States Code, Section 552. 


This response should not be considered an indication 
whether or not records responsive to your request exist in FBI 
files.

* Exile, even self-imposed, was a bitter pill for Bob Marley. Despite 
years of Rasta rhetoric about Ethiopian repatriation, he still loved Jamaica 
and was distraught with the killings in western Kingston. After his old 
■ cronies Take-Life and Frowzer, among many others, had been murdered 
in the streets during the long campaign, Bob summed up his feelings to a 
reporter in London: Yeah, mon. Survival. I think what is going on down 
there, it is a dreadful t’ing, like some mass execution without control or 
anyt ing. And Jamaica is a likkle place. Jamaica is sufferin’ people who 
have nothin’ else. All dem do is fight. Fe what? Dem nuh fight fe Jah o^ 
nothin’. Just WAR! Foolish t’ing. ”

Dear Mr. Lombardi: 

You appealed from the action of the Honolulu Field Office of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation on your request for access to 
records pertaining to yourself, the Rastafarian movement, Robert 
Marley and William McIntosh, a/k/a Peter Tosh. 

Regarding your request for access to records pertaining to the 
Rastafarian movement, please be advised that the Rastafarian move¬ 
ment is not the subject of a Honolulu Field Office main file, but 
is alluded to once in one file, the subject of which is another 
organization or an individual. This information was properly with¬ 
held from you pursuant to 5 U.S.C. §552(b)(7)(C) and (7) (D) . These 
provisions pertain to records or information compiled for law 
enforcement purposes, the release of which could reasonably be 
expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of the personal pri¬ 
vacy of third parties, in some instances by revealing an investiga¬ 
tive interest in them on the part of the FBI, and to disclose the 
identity of a confidential source and/or information furnished by 
that source. None of this material is appropriate for discre¬ 
tionary Release. In addition, one page has been referred to the 
[immigration and Naturalization Service for processing and a direct 
[response to you. 


As to that portion of your request seeking access to records 
>ertaining to yourself, the FBI has not denied your request for 
Jaccess to such records, but instead has not reached this request 
in its substantial backlog of pending requests. It is impossible 
to predict accurately when that portion of your request will be 
finally processed. The delay is regretted and your continued 
•patience is appreciated. 


Regarding that portion of your request seeking information 
on Mr. Marley and Mr. Tosh, after confirming that both of these 
individuals are deceased, the Honolulu Field Office conducted a 
search for responsive records. No records pertaining to Mr. Marley 
or Mr. Tosh could be located in the Honolulu Field Office”files. 
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Judicial review of my action on this appeal is available to 
you in the United States District Court for the judicial district 
in which you reside or have your principal place of business, or 
in the District of Columbia, or in the District of Hawaii, which 
is where the records you seek are located.
